New Campus

The academic year of 2010-201 1 brought students a 
campus with three buildings undergoing renovations and 
the construction of a new building. 

Monroe Hall was constructed in 1911 and was the first 
academic building on campus. As Monroe Hall is almost 100 
years old, many structural elements were in need of 
renovations. The renovations of Monroe Hall began in May 
of 2009. The wooden columns at the front and rear 
entrances were rotting and needed replaced. The 
renovation also includes the addition of new windows and 
the installation of new heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning systems. The recent renovation caused 
several departments, including Geography, History and 
American Studies, Anthropology, Sociology, Political 
Science, and International Affairs, to be displaced into 
trailers. The renovations caused many to be concerned 
about losing the original murals on the walls. 

The former dormitories, Mason and Randolph Halls, 
began reconstruction and remodeling in the summer of 
2010. Mason and Randolph were constructed as residence 
halls in 1954 and have been traditionally popular dorms. 
Mason Hall was a freshmen dormitory and the mirroring 
Randolph Hall housed upperclassmen. The buildings are 
being remodeled with new elevators, air conditioning, and 
ventilation systems. The buildings will also feature four new 
apartments for Residence Life building supervisors and 
faculty. Upon completion of their renovations, the 
dormitories are expected to sleep 288 students. 

In between Randolph and Mason, construction for a 
new multi-use facility with interactive meeting rooms 
featuring multi-media technology has begun. Students, 
clubs, and organizations will be able to reserve the space 
for educational and social use.
